Fire, originating in the pantry of 
the St. Luke’s church restaurant, lo- 
cated in the basement, spreading over 
electric wires to the elevator shaft 
and leaping to the top floor of the 
middle unit, early Sunday night de- 
stroyed the Doctors’ building at the 
eorner of Peachtree and Pine streets, 
The estimated loss ranges from $500, 
000 to $750,000. 

Fanned by an alternating wind, the 
flames shot rapidly to the fourth and 
top floor of the building and quickly 
burst from one office to another and 
then from the central unit to the front 
and rear sections of the building. 
Gaining headway on the top floors of 
all three units, the flames cut through 
floor after floor until the entire struc- 
ture was a mass of flames. Between 
20,000 and 30,000 persons watched 
the fire, with which seven fire com- 
panies battled for. several hours.

When he went into the base- 
ment he was met by a cloud of smoke, 
which was shortly succeeded by dart- 
ing flames, climbing the electric wires 
of the basement and running to the 
elevator shaft. | 

As Glass and a helper started to 
leave the building, B. L. Jamerson, 
of the Prior Tire Company, located 
across Pine street, saw the flames and 
sounded the alarm. Company 1 re- 
sponded at 8:25 and in quick suc- 
cession Companies 3, 4, 6, 8, 11 and 
15—the latter two answering the 
three-alarm signal—sped to the blaze, 
then enveloping all three units of the 
building. ire Chief John Terrell 
and Assistant Chiefs O. J. Parker and 
William Butler were on the scene and 
directed the determined but futile ef- 
fort to check the flames.

Overproduction on the fatms 
means increased unsalable_ sur- 
pluses, decreased incomes and pur- 
chasing power by 26,000,000 peo- 
ple on the farms, depressed trade 
for all who sell commodities to 
farmers, accumulation of debts and 
Shortening of farm credits. There 
is no possible way in which govern- 
ment can prevent those distressful

was principally nuts. 

Now Mr. Ford openly champions 
the one-food meal. He announces that 
as a result of scientific researches con- 
ducted under his supervision he be- 
lieves that people should eat nothing 
but fruit for breakfast, nothing but 
proteins for midday meal and nothing 
but carbo-hydrates at the evening 
meal, 

Fruit, by the way, is practically 
nothing but carbohydrate. Fat, one 
gathers from the meager data given 
out by the automotive king, is not on 
the menu at all. However, it may be 
that a bit of fat will creep in along 
with the protein allowed for lunch, 
for it is really hard to find food pro- 
tein in nature without some fat ac- 
companying it. It scarcely seems 
likely that Mr. Ford would conclude 
from those unpublished reseraches he 
has made, that nature is not to be 
trusted to provide proper food for 
man. |

Chicken Raising Becomes 


More Protitable Than Ever 


Experts say there is no industry to- 


day that offers greater profits per dol- 
lar of expenditure than poultry rais- 
ing. In a few years it has jumped 
from infancy to one of the most im- 
portant sources of income to the aver- 
age farmer. The demand has con- 
stantly increased until the supply is 
hardly able to take care of it. Con- 
trasted to this great demand is the 
unusual shortage of poultry and its 
products. 

Fewer eggs are in cold storage than 
at corresponding date last year. The 
June, 1928, report showed a loss of 
14 per cent. 

Cold storage holdings of poultry at 
10 principal markets showed a loss of 
37 per cent; more than 15,000,000 


|pounds less than last season. 


Hatcheries on the average produced 
only 60 to 70 per cent as many 
baby chicks in 1928 as in 1927, due 
to the fact that orders were held up 
until it was too late for the hatcheries 
to fill them. The 1929 report § as 
given out by some southern states 
shows losses in many cases larger 
than 1928 report. 

As a direct result the supply of 
young or growing stock is decidedly 
short.

This is baby chick time and the 


hatcheries around Atlanta are all 
working up to near their full capacity, 
and the thousands of these little 
“biddies” that are sent from here 
every week go to all points of the 
country. One firm, the Blue Ribbon 
Hatchery, sent them as far as Con- 
necticut, Missouri, Oklahoma, Texas 
and distant Florida points. 

The owner of the hatchery, which 
is one of the oldest and largest in 
Georgia, is J. I. Hosford, who began 
hatching baby chicks to sell 24 years 
ago. Mr. Hosford is one of the coun- 
try’s foremost advocates for purebred 
chicks and he says, “Heavy egg-pro- 
ducing pullets don’t just happen, nor 
can you take any egg and hatch it 
expecting to hatch a profitable baby 
chick. Baby chicks are like anything 
else you buy, the best quality and 
breeds cost a little more but they earn 
the most profit and pay the largest 
dividends on the investment. 

“There are plenty of people who net 
$4 profit per hen each year, and if 
some can do that, well there are 
others who can also do as well, if not 
better. If a person has say 400 hens 
then a nice, tidy sum can realized 
without a big money outlay for 
chicks or equipment. One gets a cer- 
tain sense of enjoyment in tending a 
nice flock of live chickens, as well as 
having the best of meat for one’s table 
at all times.”

Smith, grandson of Joseph Smith, 
delegates to the centennial conference 
filed into the new temple to receive 
communion at two services directed 
by 200 ministers. 

Another descendant of the founder, 
Dr. Elbert A. Smith, officiated at 
evening vesper services. 

The million dollar auditoriup, upon 
an eminence visible for miles around, 
is 250x270 feet on its major axes and 
its dome towers.114 feet from the 
street level. Its interior height from 
the main floor is 67 feet. The build- 
ing, seating 7,000, has no pillars and 
no steps, ramps being used for eleva- 
tion. : 

Across the street, the Church of 
Christ celebrated the 100th anniver- 
sary on its temple lot, with similat 
eommuntion observance. This group 
has no titular head. T'wo years ago 
its members undertook construction of 
a temple to cost between $600,000 to 
$700,000 .and excavation hag’ been 
mostly completed. The building prob- 
lem will be considered at its centen- 
nial conference this week. 

Another problem facing this group 
is the case of Otto Fetting, of Port 
Huron, Mich., “silenced” last autumn 
by the general conference for alleged 
heresy. Fetting preached and prac- 
ticed “‘re-baptism’’ of persons coming 
into the church from other Mormon 
factions and has continued to do so 
since the “silencing.” Fetting is here 
now, preaching at the Church of 
Jesus Christ, a third group having 
a small church near the others.

Here is what they 
have to say, and their legal standing and opinion cannot be 


doubted. 


Atlanta, Ga., April 5, 1930. 


Mr. James M. George, 
Atlanta, Ga. 
Dear Mr. George: 
You have asked our opinion on the following question: 


Is a citizen of the county eligible for election to the office of 
the Clerk of the Superior Court at the special election to be 
held on April 9, 1930, where such citizen had not, by a date six 
months before such special election, paid all taxes assessed 
against him for years prior to the year 1929? 


It is our opinion that on this state of facts such citizen 
would not be eligible to election or to hold office if elected. The 
exact question was ruled on by the Supreme Court of Georgia 
on December 23, 1929, in the case of LEE v. BYRD, 151 S. E. 
28. The decision so completely covers the exact point as to 
render further discussion unnec *ssary. 


The payment of such taxes within the six months’ period 
prior to the election does not relieve this disqualification. This 
point also was specifically ruled on in the case of Lee v. Byrd. 


To prevent a misunderstand ng, we add that a failure to pay 
1929 taxes will not disqualify a voter in this election and would 
not disqualify a candidate, since under the law sufficient time 
has not yet elapsed to make the failure to pay 1929 taxes a dis- 
qualification. ‘ 

Defaults in taxes prior to 1929, as above stated, would dis- 
qualify a candidate and the disqualification would not be re- 
moved by the payment of such prior taxes within six months 
of the election. )
